This is an increase of 50

cent over the seeding for the 1930 
harvest. 
The condition is 80 per 
cent December normal compared 
with 78 per cent 
in 
December, 
1935, 
and 
five-year 
December 
average of 87.

The acreage is the largest of the 


last 12 years. 
The planting this 
fall is more than, or nearly, dou- 
ble the yearly seeding of any year 
during the last decade with 
the 
exception of 1927 when 2,216,000 
acres w’ero planted and 1934 with 
2,130,000 acres. 
Increases have occurred thro­ 
ughout the whole State but 
are 
greatest in

and 
north central where the corn was

because

MISSOURI WHEAT ACREAGE 
LARGEST SINCE WAR TIME 


Columbia, Mo., Dec. 21.—Larg­ 
est Missouri wheat seeding since 
the days of World War 
demand, 
3,387,000 acres planted for 
1937 
harvest as compared 
with 
this 
years 2,258,000, was 
revealed 
in 
the monthly report here today by 
E .A. Logan, Missouri farm sta­ 
tistician for the 
Department 
of 
Agriculture. 
This is an increase of 50 
per 
cent over the seeding for the 1930 
harvest. 
The condition is 80 per 
cent December normal compared 
with 78 per cent 
in 
December, 
1935, 
and 
five-year 
December 
average of 87. 
The acreage is the largest of the 


last 12 years. 
The planting this 
fall is more than, or nearly, dou­ 
ble the yearly seeding of any year 
during the last decade with 
the 
exception of 1927 when 2,216,000 
acres were planted and 1934 with 
2.130.000 acres. 
Increases have occurred 
thro­ 
ughout the whole State but 
are 
greatest in 
the 
northwest 
and 
north central w’here the corn was 
short 
because 
of 
drouth 
and 
grasshoppers and 
the 
northeast 
where corn and oats were damag­ 
ed by drouth. 
The seeding was quite heavy in 
western and southwestern coun­ 
ties and would have been 
much 
greater if moisture had been more 
plentiful in the early fall and not 
so heavy later. 
In the 
eastern 
counties where much wheat 
is 
usually sown, the increase was not 
so great nor did the acreage show 
so much increase in 
the 
south 
central and 
southeastern 
coun- 
ties. 
The 10 leading counties are 
Chariton, 
Saline, 
Carroll, 
St. 
Charles, LaFayette, Bates, Jasper, 
Johnson, Pettis and Platte in or­ 
der as named. 
Best conditions are reported in 
the northern third of the 
State 
and 
poorest 
in 
the 
southwest 
where lack of moisture has 
pre­ 
vailed during 
the 
last 
several 
weeks. 
The rye seeding 
this 
fall 
is 
176.000 acres or 212 per cent 
of 
the 83,000 sown in 1935. 
This is 
the heaviest planting of rye 
in 
recent years except the 
274,000 
acres sown in the fall of 1934 and 
compares with 116,000 acres 
in 
the fall of 1930. 
Greatest increase in acreage has 
been in the northeastern, central 
and south-central 
counties, 
al­ 
though the 
increase 
has 
been 
quite heavy over most 
of 
the 
State, but is not so great as ex­ 
pected because of the heav> seed­ 
ing of barley. 
Fall-sown barley 
is 


rye in many of the 
western 
and 
southwestern 
counties 
and 
is 
thought to have had 
possibly 
a 
larger acreage sown this fall than 
rye as many farmers have 
sown 
fall barley for the first time 
in 
northern and other counties. 
The seeding of all three 
crops 
has been unusually heavy because 
of the need for fall, winter 
and 
early spring pasture and the need 
for grain to take the place of corn. 
Fall growth of these grains has 
given only moderate grazing over 
most of the State. 
Greatest 
increase 
in 
barley 
seeding has occurred in the north­ 
ern third of the State, also in the 
eastern and southeastern counties, 
while western and southwestern 
counties have not increased either 
barley or rye to the extent of the 
increase in wheat. 
The western 
and southwestern 
counties 
have 
for some years had 
very 
poor 
corn crops resulting in an increase 
in small grain acreages. 
With about average winter kill 
the abandonment next spring 
on 
wheat should leave 
the 
lagest 
acreage for 
harvest 
in 
years 
and 
the 
final 
outcome 
should be a

production 
of wheat than during any year of 
the past decade, Logan’s 
report 
says.

At flr-d no one ate peanut* for 
their food value: it was simply the 
sport of the thing and the tasty 
flavor of the peanuts that caused 
their iHtpulurity. 
L ater when their 
nutritive value l*ccamo known, they 
entered the household as an article 
of food, hut to no appreciable ex­ 
tent until peanut butter w as com- 
rnereially developed and placed on 
the m arket In its present state. 


It w as about the end of the nine­ 
teenth century when the discovery 
w as made th at a very palatable 
butter or paste could be obtained by 
grinding jxnmitH. which la te r be­ 
came known as peanut butter, and 
today is on Im portant food item be- 
eause of its high nutritional value. 
The first peanut butter to be Rold 
commercially through the grocery 
trade 
w as 
m anufactured 
in 
St. 
Louis, Missouri, in the early nine­ 
ties.

by proper m anagem ent

Ewes should be changed gradu­ 
ally from grass to dry feed. 
It is J 
best to start feeding 
some 
hay 
before snow* 
and 
bad 
weather | 
m ikes it absolutely necessary to' 
do so. 
The winter ration Should i 
have as its foundation a legum-1 
iriour hay, such as clover, alfalfa,; 
lespedeza, or soybeans, cut at the 
proper time. 
It is usually advis-1 
able to feed the following 
grain j 
m ixture beginning three or four ( 
w eeks before lambing time: 
six j 
parts corn, three parts 
oats 
or 
bran, one part linseed oil 
meal. I 
The amount to 
feed 
will 
v a ry ! 
from one-half to one and one-half 
pounds 
per 
head 
daily. 
Ewes 
should m ake a gradual gain of 
ten to tw enty pounds throughout 
the period of pregnancy. 
Each year a great many of the 
best 
ewes 
die 
shortly 
before' 
lambing time from a 
commonly* 
known pregnancy disease due to] 
improper feeding and lack of ex­ 
ercise. If ewes are fat they should; 
be forced to take exercise. This! 
can be accomplished during open j 
weather by letting them graze or 
by scattering their course rough­ 
age over the pasture where it will 
be necessary for them to walk a 
considerable 
distance 
fro/n 
the 
shed in order to get it. 
Plenty of water should bo pro­ 
vided during the w inter season. 


Ewes can live during w inter with 
a rem arkably small 
amount 
of 
water but 
if 
they 
are 
to 
oo 
healthy and their lambs are to be 
strong, they must have plenty of 
water. 
The 
water 
should 
be 
pumped from a well Just prior to 
the time it is offered the ewes,
